Cherbourg. breakwater and -back 
for the Cape May cup, the Lrex defeated, |, 
Sir Richard Sutton's, yacht by nearly four 
hours. In her races with the Galatea the 
Trex proyed herself ,5 minutes better than 
the steel yacht over 4 course af 40 knots, 
Thus it would appear that, although the 
Galaton is a faster yacht than last year’s 
compotitor, judged by the performancés of: 
both with the irex, she is not fast enough 
to beat the Yankee representative in light 
winds, such as are likely to prevail when the 
races are sailed, unléss'i¢ might happen that 
she should do so over the triangular course. 
As, however, the dirst race is to be over the 
New York Club's, course, and the second 
course will be twenty knots to windward or 
leeward from the Scotland’ Lightship and 
back, it does not seem probable that the 
race in which theGalatea would have the 
best chance will be sailed. Luck alone in 
the” first race’ will, ‘in our opinion, ‘give 
her a chance.””

In 1760 Burke (being then 21) came for | 
the firat time to London, todo what so 
many of his lively young countrymen are 
still doing—though they are beginning to 
make a grievance oven of that—eat his 
dinners atthe Middle Temple, and so 
qualify himself for tho Bar. Certainly that 
student was in luck who found himself in 
the same mess with Burke, and yet so 
stupid are mon—so prone to rest with 
their full weight on the immaterial and 
slide over the ¢ssential—that had that 
ea fortune been ours we should probably 
ve been more taken up with Burke's 
brogue than with his brains, Burke came 
to London with a cultivated curiosity, 
and in no spirit of desperate determination 
to make his fortune. That the study of 
tho law interested him cannot be doubted, 
for everything interested him, particularly 
the stage. Like the sensible fahaian he 
was he lost his heart to Peg Woflington 
on the first opportunity, o was fond of 
roaming about the country during, it is to

Kinglake on Home Rule. 


No person has declared bimself more un- 
compromisingly against Mr. Gladstone's 
home rule policy than Mr, Kinglake, the 
historian of the Crimean war. A corres- 
pondent having asked him what he consid- 
ered to be the probable results, if the home 
rule scheme hid been carried out, —wheth- 
er it would prove a findl settlement, or 
whether the minority would suffer from 
the change of rule at the hands of the ma- 
jority,—Mr. Kinglake replied that “the 
most hideous and revolting feature of 
Mr. Gladstone's proposals was, perhaps, 
the transfer of the executive Government 
of Ireland’ in the nominves of Mr. Par- 
nell’s Dublin Parliament,” a feature which 
he pronounced in excess of anything at- 
tempted in Grattan’s time. If carried in- 
to effect, he thought Mr. Gladstone's’ plan 
of home'rule “would not establish even a 
momentiry settlement ;"' on the contrary, 
he thought'it would “insure a prompt re- 
sort to force, which, if resisted, would be 
the beginning of civil war/" In fine, Mr. 
Kinglake thought thet home rule would 
not merely “Jead to” severance, but would, 
ipso facto, constitute the disruption’ of the 

Tnited Kingdom, whichis “the life and 
soul of the Empire.” As for the appre- 
hended persecution, there would bo either 
that or civil war, and though ‘the ‘suffer- 
ers would be mainly Protestants,” he main- 
tained that “fa desire ‘for spoliation and 
enmity to the friends of England would be 
likely to prove even’ stronger than religious 
hatred.”

Eprrox,—1 am informed from good 
authority that recently some parties from 
the locality of Stirling, desirous of satisfy- 
ing their hunting propensity regardless of 
the law relative to the shooting of ducks, 
were suddenly surprised by finding them- 
selyes in close contact with one of our con- 
stables of Marmora village, and just at the 
time when they least expected to see him, 
yiz., when in ssion of their much de- 
sired game. 1 do not much wonder at the 
excuse given when I consider the critical 
position in'which they were placed as break- 
ors of the laws of our country, Doubtless 
they thought a poor excuse was better than 
none, axd therefore said they wanted the 
ducks forthe sick. Ido wonder very much 
though, at the ignorance displayed from 
time to time by our sportsmen of the front 
‘Townships, in imagining that after they

) Tho sugar question is one not difticult to 
deal with, 

In 1878 Canada imported 105,223,279 
pounds of r. The duties paid aggre- 
gated $2.5. 5.84, or $2.39 on each 100 
pounds of sugar imported. 

In 1885 Oanada imported 181,717,786 
pounds of sugar. The duties paid. aggre- 
gated: $2,350,770,62, or) $1.29 per 100 


pounds, 

In 1885 the duty was lower than it was in 
1878 by $1.10 per 100 pounds, 

An 1878 the cost of imported sugar with 
duty added was $8.07 per 100 pounds. The 
average ion of ted sugar was $12.- 
50 per 100 pounds. The importers and gro- 
cerpdid ot refine their sugar ; they simply 
passed it through their ‘hands and took 
$4.43 Rept foreach 100 pounds handled. 

{n 1885, the cost of imported sugar, with 
duty added was $3.89 per 100 pounds. The 
average price of granulated was $7 per 100 
pounds. The importers refined nearly all 
the sugar imported, lost a good deal of it in 
the shape of dirt, and had $3.11 per 100 
pounds of profit on the quantity sold. If 
the dirt be deducted they. probably had 
about $2 per 100 pounds for refining and 
handling, while under the revenue tariff 
the importers wore able to pocket $4.43 per 
100 pounds for simply handling. 

Tho thing which interests consumers is 
that now they got 14 or 15 pounds of gran- 
ulated sugar for a dollar, whereas, under 
the revenue tarift they got 8 pounds fora 
dollar. 

In the face of these facta Roform jour- 
nals aro not ashamed to tell thoir readers 
that tho change in tho sugar duties has in- 
jured them.

them singly—were of the  weighticat 
eharacter, inasmuch as the third largest 
interest in our productions was at stake, 
From the best authority we hoar a differ. 
ence of opinion existed amonget the, dairy- 
mon as to how the cheese was to be repre- 
sented. Ballantyne, backed by the money 
of the Mowat Government, proposed in 
Committee that so many cheeses be pur- 
chased, taken to Eogland, a few exhibited, 
and the reat to be cut up in the Exhibition 
Teataurants managed by Spiers and Pond, 
the great London caterers, The reason 
advanced by Mr. Ballantyne for this pro- 
cedure was that cheese would not keep in 
the humid atmosphere of England, Mr 
ityne’s views of an oxhibition were 
strenuously opposed by Messrs. Caswell, 
Phelan and Millar, who proposed that a 
continuous supply of fresh cheeses for exhi- 
bition should be sent forward monthly, and 
thats fitting display be made in the shape 
of a cheese p: ‘id. This proposition was 
ad by Mr. Ballantyne, and irrespec- 
tive of what the rest of the Committee said, 
he seemed to anap his fingers in their face, 
and on his own account bought 600 boxes of 
cheapchecso—"‘stinkers," in dairy parlance, 
They were duly consigned to London and, as 
many expected, carried in sach a condition 
that they were unfitfor exhibition. Mr, Bal- 
lantyné does not deny this nor do any of his 
i But whorois the blame laid? Mr, Bal- 
low says this cheese was debarred 
from exhibitoin, and space enough was not 
allotted by the High Commissioner. The 
truth is the cheese was in auch a bad con- 
dition that it had to be ordered away. And 
as to space, Mr. Ballantyne, who ran the 
whole business, never made application un- 
til too late for any other exhibit than he 
originally designed, for a few specimens,and 
the rest to. be consigned to restaurants 
for exhibition, If Mr, Ballantyne is 
the official head of the Ontario Govern- 
ment and the Dairymen's Association, 
all we can say is that neither of 
these bodies ought to be proud of their re- 
presontatiye as far as the late choese exhibit 
was concerned.

And the rule (and an imperative 
rule itis, too), is that surplus is stored 
above the brood—woe find it is placed only 
in the sections, and so continued to be plac 
od so long as no deep cells,are allowed in 
the brood chamber, 


Action of Oils on Metals, 

Very little has yot been published in re- 
gard to the action of oils in common use on 
metals with which they are brought in con- 
tact whon stored, transported or employed 
for the lubrication of machinery; and as 
the subject isof importance, especially to 
manufacturers of compound lubrication oils, 
and to those who use such oils tho following 
redord of the results of experiments 
extending over twelve months will, it is 
contidently hoped, be found’ of practical 
value, 

Tho experiments were made principally 
with the view to determine what fixed oils 
are best adapted for mixing with mineral 
oils for lubricating purposes. 

The metals are first thoroughly cleaned 
and washed with ether and dried, and after 
being weighed placed in cork tubes together 
with 160, of the oil, the tubes being kept 
for twelve montha at an average tempera: 
tare of about 80° F. in the summer, and 
60° F. in the winter. 

Tho results of the experiments, whichare 
heed by a table and diagram, show

Iron is least effected by) seal oil, and 
most by tallow oil. 

Brass is not affected by rapo oil, least by 
olive oil and most by cotcon seed oil; 

Lead is'least affested by olive oil, and

Society of Ohemical Industry: 
— 

Wheat Bran for Horses, 
Tho value of whenat bran is, we think, 
sadly underestimated, and that it’ may bo 
fed with profit’ to our work and ‘driving 
horaes thero’can be no' doubt. Whatever 
may be the results of chemical analysis, 
against thabis the fact that in practice its 
value is clearly demonstrated to be greater 
than any scientific tests determine. Whe- 
ther this comes from its effect upon the 
moré solid food elements, by lightening the 
mass and so incrensing its digostability, or 
by its‘own properties, stimulating’ a more 
healthy action, the fact is patent to all who 
usé it, that, fed in connection with corn’or 
corn meal, its effects are very soon noticed 
in the appearance of tho animal. Horses, 
like men, desire a variety of grains, and the 
system tires of a steady diet of corn ‘and 
oats. More than this, there is, with the 
continued feeding of any one kind of grain, 
a gradually increasing waste of food supply. 
In the natural craving fora change, there 
comés a time when the full amount ia not 
digested, and the animal is soon pronounced 
out of condition. The trouble is with the 
system of feeding. The prime object should 
be to convert every ounce of hay and grain 
poasible, into bone, muscle and flesh, and 
in proportion as we reach that condition 
we shall find the true ecbnomy of breeding 
Any agent, whether valuable in itself or 
not, that will aid in the assimilation of the 
heavier grains, and render a large portion 
digestible, becomes valuable as foc For 
this reason, if for no other, wheat bran has 
claims upon ourattention, A practical test 
will soon determing its tru place and value, 
which we believe to be far greater than usu- 
ally accorded, says tho American Cultivator.

Solling Cattle. |

Stonewall Jackson's Flank Attack at 
Chancellorsville, 


From Gen. 0. 0. Howard's article in the 
September Century, we quote as follows: 
“Somebody's guns thundered away for a 
few minutes, then came the fitful rattle of 
musketry, and before I could again get into 
the saddle there arose the ceaseless roar of 
the terrible storm. 

“*T sent out my chief of staff, Colonel 
Asmussen, who was the first officer to 
mount,— The firing is in front of Devens, 
go and see if all is in order on the extreme 
right.’ He instantly turned and galloped 
away. Imounted and set off fora pro- 
minent place in rear of Schurz’s line, so as 
to change front to the north-west of every 
brigade south-east of the point of attack, 
if the attack extended beyond Deven's 
right flank ; for it was divined at once that 
the enemy was now west of him. I could 
see numbers of our men—notthe tow 
stragglers that alway fly like the chaff at 
the first breeze, but scores of them—rush- 
ing into the opening, some with arms and 
some without, running or falling before 
they got behind the corner of Deven's re- 
serve, and before General Schurz's waiting 
masses could deploy or charge. The noiso 
and the smoke filled the air with excite- 
ment, and to add to it Dieckmann’s guns 
and caissons with battery men scattered, 
rolled and tumbled like runaway waggons 
and cartsin athronged city. The guns 
and the masses of the right brigade struck 
the second line of Devens before McLean's 
front had given away, and, quicker than it 
could be told, with ail the fury of the wild- 
est hail-storm, everything, every sort of 
organization that layin the path of the 
mad current of panic-stricken men, had to 
give way and be broken into fragments. 

‘My own horse seemed to catch the 
fury ; he sprang, he rose high on his hind 
legs and fell over, throwing me to the 
ground. My aide-de-camp, Dessauer, was 
atruck by a shot and killed, and for a few 
moments [ was as helpless as any of the 
men who were speeding without arms to 
the rear. But faithful orderlies helpod mg 


to removiuc.

A staff.officor of General Hooker, Liouten- 
ant-Colonel Dickinson, joined me there ; 
my own staff gathered around me. I was 
eager to fill the trenches which Barlow 
would have Keld.

polishing, tarnianing, etching, painting and 
mounting in metal, The glasshouaes have 
av their command a very complete color 
| soalo for transparent, opaque and clouded 
| glasses. But it must not be supposed that a 
| crucible iv placed in the furnace. for each 
| color, from which glasa colored for each or+ 
nament is to be made, The colors are work- 
od out by moans of what are called pastes, 
which are kept on hand in sticks or cakos, 
| From Rpces of these pastes, preyiously 
| warmed till they are soft, suitable quanti- 
| ties are cut off, laid upon the foundation 
| of white or colored glass, and then spread 
out by drawing or blowing. By. this 
means only is an ‘economical use of 
such costly materials aa gold and. silver 
compositions possible, Some of the glasses 
| thus treated—gold, cepper and silver 
glassoa—romain still little, or not at all, 
colored after the melting, shaping and 
quick cooling, and do not ‘take on their 
| bright hues until they are rehoated. Thisis 
the caso with the new yollow;silver glans, 
| which continues uncolored after the inter- 
molting of tho silver salt until it is oxposed 
in the furnace again. Vory fine effects aro 
produced by blending or overrunning of 
paste-colors, provided proper attention is 
given tothe laws of harmony. A _bjue- 
glas cup is, for example, overlaid with sil- 
ver glass at its upper edge, and this is 
drawn down in gradually thinner tones till 
it fades away at the foot of the vase, Gold 
and copper ruby colors are thus combined 
with green glasses, otc. Another brilliant 
effect is produced when a atill hot bulb of 
glass is rolled in finely pulverized aventur- 
ino glass, and aftér this is melted, and 
previous to the shaping of the vessel, is 
overlaid with a coatirig of either colored or 
colorless glass.

Inatractions Upon a Subject Interesting to 
any Peoplo. 


A great mistake is sometimes made in 
ventilating cellers and milk houses. The 
object of ventilation is to keep the cellars 
cool and dry, but this object often fails of 
being sccomplished by a common mistake 
and instead the cellar is made both. warm 
and damp, A cool place should never: be 
ventilated, unleas the air admitted is cooler 
than the air within, or at/least as'cool as 
that ora very little warmer. | The ‘warmer 
the air the more moisture it holds in sus- 
pension. Necessarily, the cooler the ‘air 
the more this moisture is condensed: and 
Whena cool cellar is. aired 
on a warm day the entering air, being in

Do Cows Need Exercise ? 
This much-mooted question is of quite 
recent origin, says the National Live Stock 
Weekly, It is natural to suppose that all 
animal life needs exercise in order to retain 
all its functions in healthy activity. But 
what kind -of exercise? Not very much 
locomotion is needed in ‘secreting milk, 
Even general health is maintained ‘with 
quiet moderate exercise. Do not cows 
get considerableexercisoin ateppingaround, 
getting up and down, reaching for food and 
licking themselves whon so confined as to 
be permitted todo so? In Holland cows 
are confined ina hot stable at the begin- 
ning of winter, and are not let out until 
settled warm weather, This, at first, 
seomed incredible; yot all witnesses testify 
to the healthy condition of the Holland 
cows. Gradually during the Inst few 
years, American diarymon have more close- 
ly confined choir cowsand kept them warm- 
er than ever bofore, not only keeping them 
in warm stabjes, but resorting to artificial 
heat, and giving them warm water to 
drink, Thus far all testify to the beno- 
fical resulta arising from these practices, 
It is not the nature of the cow to exercise 
much.

The rebellion had 
done much to improverish his country. 
They had been compelled to kill cattle 
and found it hard to get along, but it might 
have been worse had they not been true to 
the great mother, 

Samson said it was your white people 
who told me that we ard all brothers and 
I was not ashamed to hear it. 1 can re- 
member the day when there was plenty of 
game and was told that it ect all go, 
that there would be an iron road across the 
prairie, I laughed at it, and said there was 
not enough iron in the world to stretch 
across the prairie, I have since ridden on 
that road. Ihave seen the change and 
accepted the teachings of the Great’ Spirit 
and will ever remain a friend of the white 
people. You have the bible and sont us 
the missionaries, who have taken away our 
superstitions. The teachings of the bible 
have led ys to come amongat you, and you 
show us that you are friends. We want 
to be friends and want our children edu- 
onted, so that they can do better that wo 
have done. 

During the evening the Indians sang 
sevoral songs, ending with the Doxology. 

After the benediction, a great number 
pressed forward to shake the Indians by 
the hand. ‘They seemed to appreciate this 
token of good will, as their faces oxpresaod 
their gratitude.

acceptance of this proposal and no eflicient 
water works for an indefinite period I would 
by all means recommend you to close with 
this company, which I believe to be a re- 
spectable and responsible one. Such 
works wonld give a great impetus to Belle- 
ville. They would make your city eligible 
as a site for manufacotries without which 
it could not become so, because manufact- 
ories require water where they can have 
ample room and low rates of insuranco. 
{t will attract rendents who withdéut it 
would go elsewhere, and vastly increase 
the sanitary conditions of the city, which 
has reached a point where many of the 
wells should be closed,as they must now be 
injuriously affected by the drainage of the 


city.

maintenance of the works will require a 
further outlay of several thousand dollars ; 
dependent on the consumption of water. 
do not know the expenses of your fire 
department, but as fire engines and water 
tanks will be dispensed with, there ought 
to be (with the same efliciency on the part 
of the fire brigade) a considerable gain to 
the city in this respect. But the greatest 
gain to the city will be on the question of 
Insurance. You can obtain from the In- 
surance Companies the total insured value 
which would be covered by the hydrants, 
or rather the total insurable value, for 
where property is not insured the owner 
takes the risk and insures himself. The 
effect of an efficient water supply is not only 
4 great reduction of rates, Bae also of the 
ecessity for insuring to so great an extent; 
for where one thousand dollars is insured 
in the certainty of total loss in ease of fire, 
six hundred dollars would do in the pros- 
pect of only a partial loss. Lf the insured 
or insurable value is say three million dol- 
lars, and the rate one per cent, or thirty 
thousand dollars per annum, a reduction 
of one-fourth per cent would be an annual 
saving of $7,500, and of 4 per cent $15,000. 
_ No doubt if it pays a company to invest 
in the onterprise it would pay thecity to do 
the same, but the city aay, spend 
a larger amount immediately im order to 
bring the domestic supply to every heuse, 
on the principle that if the out lying house- 
holder is assessed he should share in the 
benefit of the works. 

I do not thinks private company could 
raise the means to capry out the work as 
proposed fora lower subsidy, than that 
which is demanded, and if for any peason, 
the city is not prepared to take the work 
in their own hands, I think it could not do 
better than accept this proposal, Ainy dis- 
advantages which may hereaften arise from 
the position can be terminated by the right 
of purchase, which I understand is provid 
ed for by law, and if now or heneafter you 
are found to have paid. move than it 
would cost you, hadit been undeptaken as 
a city work, you should still be a gainer from 
the advantages I have mentioned in the 
reduction of insurances and expenses of 
fire department by the substitution of hy- 
dranta for fire engines. The. proposal pro- 
vides for first class work in every, respect 
and this in fact is n to the oaloty 
of the company which undertakes. auch a 
contract. - 

There should be no additional charge for 
any increasein the numben of hydrants 
placed upon the pipes embraced in t! 
contract, but the city should have the right 
to multiply hydrants on paying the actual 
cost of the same. Thero will be a saving in 
hose and in time at fires the more numerous 
the hydrants aro. j 

The provision for extonsions is really 
the most difficult to adjpst fairly to both 
parties. The present contract is.for four- 
teen miles of pipe and the subsidy is $7,000 
per annum or $500 per mile. The con- 
tract gives the same rate of increase por 
mile for the extensioa of pipes only, where- 
as the original rate of pele mile covers 
engine atation and all expenditure 
for obtaining the water, pumping main, 
wator tower, coal dock, [and pur. 
chases, &o. There should be a leas 
annual rontal per mile payable om exten- 
sions. The contract doos not dimit the 
sizo of pipe which the city may eall for in 
extensions and this mighb give rise to fur- 
ther friction, because on the sizo and cost of 

the extension pipes their annual value 
would depend Tho right to 13 hydrants 
per mile on the extensions is an important 
factor, but the consuraption of water for 
fire purposes will not increase in propor- 
tion to the number of hydrants. The city 
in any arrangement should preserve the 
right to any sizood pipe up to twelve 
inches for these extensions because in the 
future it will be necessary to carry, 8, 10 
and 12 inch pipes around and among the 
six inch in the ovtakirts of the city to main- 
tain thepressure inthelatter. I do notknow 
any fairor way than to leavo tho rato un- 
der $500 per mile to arbitration. Demands 
for extensions beyond proposed jimits 
wil) arise noon after the works are oponed

The Council was moved into a Commit- 
tee of the Whole, Ald. Hanley in tho chair. 

Communication from W. H. Lang, of 
Burlington, N. Y., on ‘water works, was 
read ; also one from the W.O.A, asking that 
the Hospital and Home for the Friendless 
be placed on the list of public buildings to 
be supplied with watex, and that they be so 
mentioned in the cor teaet with the com- 


y- 
ala. Diamond said. London had been of- 
fered $1,000,000 for their water works, 
which only cost $400,000. In Hamilton 
the revenue was $30,000per year. From 
this, he said, it was advisable for the city 
to control the waten works. Mr. Keefer 
in his report said if it would pay acompany 
to construct the water works it would pay 
the city. A gentleman,.he said, sat be- 
hind him last night who was prepared to 
accept debentures from the city at their 
face value. The city could then construct 
the works, and the citizens would not 
have their taxes inoreased. He believed 
it was the best course:to pursue. Kingston 
was now trying its best to get rd of a pri- 
vate company. (ttawa backed what King- 
ston said about a» private company and 
pronounced their water works to be their 
best paying ‘The resolution and re- 
port of the citizens’ committee authorized 
the City Solicitorand Mr. Juhn Bell to 
draw the contract, which should be signed 
by the Mayor. He was opposed to that, 
the Council should pass upon it. The con- 
tract should specify the kind of engine 
that would—— 

Ald. Biggar.—lLrise to e-point of order, 
Ald.

Ald. Biggar was oppesed:to the motion. 
A contract.such as that was gave a great 
opening for corruption. and jpbbery. It 
was singular that Ald Diamond had never 
made sucisa motion ¥efore.. The city now 
had all the burden it.can cary, yet Ald. 
Diamoncasked the aity, to 200,000, 
when thare was a company ly to put in 
water works without.cost to the city and 
furnish fire protection for $7,000 per year. 
The company took the sole responsibility 
of furnishing good water, otherwise the 
Foe would aot have to pay adollar. 
Ald. Diamond condemned, the water 
brought up on the Annie Gilbert when the 
water off Zwick’s Irland. was tested, yet he 
did not say where the water shoulé be got 
from by the city. If, after the works pro- 
posed by Mr. Fresman had been im opera- 
tion for 10 years. the city wanted control, 
they could, undemtho statues; purchase the 
worlds by paying 10: peo cent. above tho 
original cost, 

Add. Northrup.said that as he had been 
accused of taking a peculiar porition in 
moving that the City Srork be imstiucted 
to ask for propesals frem different builders 
ofowater works, afew words would mako 
his position clear. The Council minutes of 
Aug. 16, three weeks ago, showed the fol- 
lowing record ::

He had been accused of acting queerly 
in the matter by now being ready to adopt 
Mr. Freeman's scheme without considering 
the communications his resolution had been 
the means of bringing forward. His rea- 
son was this: Mr, Freeman had consented | 
to submit his plans to Mr, Keefer and now: 
the Council was in a position to accept 
the report as it was presented by Mr. Dia- 
mond, yet he was opposing it. One reason 
why the city should not build the works 
was that Belleville had debtsto the amount 
of $400,000. If it hada small debt aud 
made a mistake it could: recuperate, but 
if, with a debt of $400,000,they paid $200, - 
000 for water works and they were a fail- 
ure, ruin would stare them in the face.

Freeman, and that the 
matter be referred to the City Solicitor, 
with instruction to prepare (procuring such 
assistance in connection therewithas he 
may reasonably require), a contract for the 
adoption of the system, having in view the 
suggestions made by Mr. T.O, Keefer ; and 
that the Mayor be authorized to execute 
such contract upon the same being approv- 
ed of by the Solicitor and the Chaipman of 
the Citizens’ Committee, and being execu- 
ted by tho renresentatives of the contract- 
ing Company. Incase any disagreement 
arises betwear the Solicitorand the con- 
tracting Company's representatives in the 
preparation of the details of such contract, 
the Soliciton sball forthwith report the 
points of difference to this Council; and 
that the Solicitor ia hereby, instructed 
to endeayar to haye incorporated in any 
agreement, all the suggestions, that are in- 
corporated in Mr. Keefer's report, which 
are in the interest of the citizens.

Such extreme overhanging sterns are cer- 

tainly a novelty in this country and have 
been copied from cutter models, Their 
object is to give greater stability in a reef- 
ing breeze and make deck-room to handle 

the immense mainsail, 

When we come to look at the next two 
dimensions, beam and depth of hold, we 
seo the first sign of the radical difference 
between the English cutter and the Amer- 
ican sloop. The extreme beam of the for- 
mer is not much more than one-seventh of 
her length over all, while that of the sloop 
isnot much less than one-fourth. The cut- 
ter's depth of hold is not much short of her 
extreme breadth of beam, while that of the 
Mayflower is much leas than one-half her 
beam, So also with the draft of water, 
that of the Galatea b ing just four fet 
more than that of the Mayflower, The two 
styles of yachts which are supposed tobe 
represented by the Mayflower and Galatea 
have been developed out of the character of 
the pleasure boats most suitable to the waters 
of the respective countries. In the British 
Islands, where the harbors are deep and 
the seas frequently stormy, the deep keel 
boats have always been in fayur and cen- 
ter-boards have been discouraged. Here 
with our shallower harbors and smooth 
inland waters, we have adopted the 
centre-board boat, broad and shallow, or, 
as some irrevently call it, a skimming dish. 
Such a yacht was the Mohawk, which cap- 
sized when at anchor some years ago. 
When it wat remembered that thia yachr, 
which was as long as the Mayflower, drew 
but five feet of water, our readers will see 
that the designer of of the latter vessel has 
made a wide departure from the typical 
Americansloop, The Mayflower is much 
narrower and also much deeper than a 
typical s!oop would be, these changes being 
in the direction of the deep and narrow 
cuttertype. With her long overhanging 
stern,decreased width and increased depth, 
she is, in fact, acompromise vessel, about 
half way between the pure British type 
and the American, and, if anything, rather 
more British than American. This isa 
point which it is well to keep in mind, for, 
as Jack Bunsby observed, “the bearings 
of this observation lays in the application 
onit.” If the wide, shallow sloop had 
been at all whac was claimed for it the 
model would not have been departed from 
80 greatly as it has been in the Mayflower. 
Those who desire to see an American sloep 
of the old type, and one of the best, should 
look at the Gracie, and they will see how 
wide a departure has beea made from that 
type inthe Puritan and Mayflower. The 
experience of Mr, Burgess, the designer of 
both these vessels, seems to have led him 
in the direction of greater depth, for the 
Mayflower draws 13 inches more water than 
the Puritan, although less than four feet 
longer on the water line, The Mayflower, 
with her nine and a half feet draft of water 
and her deep lead keel, is very far from be- 
ae skimming dish. 

Che lead keel is another cutter device 
which has been adopted by the designers 
of the Mayflower. Such things as lead 
keels were utterly unknown in the old 
skimming dish days which some innocent- 
minded people fancy still exist. They were 
looked upon as a British device, and a great 
many powerful arguments were published 
for the purpose of proving their absurdity. 
But Mr. Burgess put a ead keel on the 
Puritan last year which weighed 27 tons. 
This year he gave the Mayflower a lead keel 
weighing 37 tons and only 11 tons of inside 
ballast. If ho builds another big sloop he 
will probably have no inside ballast, but 
put all the weight in the deep lead keel. 

he Galatea has no inside ballast, but a 
lead keel that weighs 81} tons. She there- 
fore carries much more ballast than the 
Mayflower, but that is because she derives 
all her stability from it, while that of the 
Mayflower is partly derived from her supe 
rior width and partly from her contreboard 
which extends 16 fect below the keel, It 
is hardly necessary to explain to the reader 
that the Galaten has no centroboard, ‘Tho

Mammoth tusks of ivory occasionally 
come to this country from Siberia, but as 
these have been lying exposed for centuries, 
and probably for many thousands of years, 
and often buried in ice, the ‘* nature” has 
gone out of them, and they are not fit for 
the cutler’s use, The teeth of the walrus 
and hippopotamus are used in considerable 
quantity, and, being of suitable size, are 
used whole for making expensive carved 
handles. 

Ivory of the best quality comes from the 
west coast of Africa under the name of the 
Cameroon, Angola and Gaboon ivory. This 
is brought down from the interior, and re- 
tains a large proportion of the * fat” or 
gelatine, from the fact, probably, that it is 
more recently from the ani.

{n 1806, Turner determined to make a 
Liber Studiorum, or ‘** Book of Studies,” 
It was issued in a series of twenty numbers, 
containing five plateseach, and the sub- 
scription price was £17 10s, There were 
endless troubles with the engravers and it 
was not paying well, and was abandoned 
after seventy plates were issued. It seem- 
ed to be so worthless that Charles Turner, 
one of the engravers, used some of the 
proofs for kindling paper. After the arist 
became famous, however, this Liber Stud, 
iorum grew tobe very valuable. Before 
Turner died, a copy was worth thiry guin- 
eas, and more recently a single copy has 
brought three thousand pounds, or nearly 
fifteen thousand dollars. Colnaghi, the 
London print dealer, paid Charles Turner 
fifteen hundred pounds for the proofs which 
he had not destroyed ; and when the old 
engraver remembered how he had lighted 
his fires, he exclaimed, ‘I have been

Dessxonro, Sept. 2.—Tho groat annual | 
gathering of the Mohawk Indians took 
| Place to-day and in overy respect was pro 
nounced one of the most successful in the 
| modern history of tho tribe, The place of 
| meeting was in alovely grove on the ro- | 

serve, Which haa been the aceno of many a 
domonstration since the tribe came here aa 
| loyal refugees from the United States, 

over one hundred years ago. Extensive 
preparations have been made by the In- 
dians, and the natural beauty of the grove 
was added to by tasty decorations, A large 
stroamer at tho entrance bore the words 

“Tho Mohawks welcome you,” and the hos- 
pitality displayed on overy handshowed that 
the sentiment was not wholly formal, It 
had not boon intended to give the occasion 
a political cast, but in view of tho recent en- 
franchisoment of the Indians it was thought 
well by the committee of management to 
favite Bir John Macdonald and several 
mombéers of the Government to be present 
and explain the operation of the new Act 
in some of. its bearings. . Sir John was un- 
able to respond, but Hon. John Carling and 
Hon, Thomas White were on hand, and re- 
ceived a most cordial welcome. They did 
not speak until the afternoon, when an im- 
mense gathering filled the grove, many of 
whom had come from thir busy village, 
whore the onormous Rathbun works aro at 
ee in full operation. A platform had

charactoristic cheerfulness Mr, Carling rvad 
statement after statement. showing how in 
town and country alike there were evidences 
of progress. The savings of the people,the 
development of railways, theincrease in farm 
buildings, public works and business invest 
ments were yee to in general and in 
proofs of thé! pléa that | prosper 
rized the country.

At 
some length the history of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Ry. was given and tho fault-finding and 
denunciations of Mr, Blake roferred to 
and answered. Judging by the attention 
displayed and the applause, the audience 
fully coincided with tho views of the speak- 
or on these questions. The fiseal policy of 
the present Adminitration was contrasted 
with that of the former Government under 
tho direction of Sir Richard Cartwright, 
and in his happicat style Mr, White showed 
how tho credit of Canada had risen. Tho 
accusation that Parliament was being de- 
bauched was fairly met and anawered, and 
with respect to the disposal of timber limits 
specific intormation was given.

The Fire Brigade Handtoapped. 


(Monday's Daily.) 

Flint & Holton’s lumber yard waa sot 
on fire this afternoon by a spark from the 
smoke-astack, Tho yard was strown with 
dry u rial, and the flames apread rap 
idly, The firo alarm was promptly 
sounded, but as the teams used in haul- 
ing the tire engines were ongaged doing cor- 
poration work noar the depot, a dolay of 
about 15 minutes was caused before 
engines were moved. By this time the 
fire had a good start. When the engines 
wore at last got to work several lumber 
piles were in Hames. Tho alarm was sound- 
ed at about 1:25 ; by 2 o'clock about every 
lumber pile in the yard was ablaze, and 
the brigade wore working like Trojans to 
keep it from spreading. An employee of 
tho mill estimated that there wero about 
2,000,000 feet of lambor in the fire, Tho 
wind was from the south-east, ond as 
the mill is east. of the lumber yard, it is 
considered safo, The sawdust abont tho 
mill was ignited by sparks in different 
laces, but spectatora stood ready with 
uckts of water to put it out. 5

BOARD OF TRADE 


Schoming to Construct a Roadway to Busby 
Island. 


A special meoting of the Board of Trado 

was held Friday evening to consider the 
| posed dredging of tho harbor. Mr. Thos. 

Ritchie, President, occupied the chair. 

There were present Messrs. Kelso, Goo. 
| H. Pope, W. W. Popo, J. P. Thompson,

S. Tickell. Mr, St. Cloud was also present 
by request. 

Mr, J.P. Thompson stated that tho 
| Board was called together to seo what 
could be done towards inducing the Gov- 
ernment to use the debris to be taken from 
the harbor by dredying, to fillup the marsh 
between Bushy Island and the mainland, 
instead of dumping it 1m tho deep parta of 
| the bay. 

Mr. J. P. Thomas said ho understood 
that the engineer who surveyed the harbor 
recommonded the Government. to crib 
the island, and that it was the intention to 
uso the debris to fill up tho eribs. 

Tho object in Hlling up the marsh was to 
prepare for a roadway, in caso it should be 
found practicable to bridge tho ney: 

The achome for conveying the debris to 
the place to be filled, was to construct a 
tramway from Fliut & Holton's dock to the 
desired apot. Small trucks could be placed 
on the soow, and whon filled by the dredge 
taken on the tramway and dumped. 

The president thought the Government 
should not be approached with the pro- 
posal if it was jikely to increase the ox- 
pense of disposing of the debris. Ho sup- 
posed it was on tho supposition that there 
would be no extra expense that tho pro- 
position was made. 

Mr. Goo. H. Popo said he was crodibly 
infornied thatthe Government would in- 
vest the enginéér ‘having charge of the 
work, with full power in the premises, who 
would haye the disposal of the debris.

A Grain Inspector, 


The agitation for the appointment of 
an authorized Grain. Inspector has led 
many to enquire asto the duties of such 
an officer, An Inspector's duties are defined 
by act of Parliament. The same authority 
regulates the commission hoe receives for 
inspecting, viz. 4c. per bushel. A member 
of the Board of Trade stated last Friday 
hight, that he knew that on one day last 
summer grain was graded according to 
color and on the next according to weight. 
The reason given for the change was that 
the manner of determining the standard 
had been changed in the Uuited States,and 
4 corresponding change was necessary here. 
He further said that he subsequently’ no- 
ticed that the change was frequently made. 
Tho appointment of an Inspector would 
avoid this, as a farmer, if dissatisfied with 
the grading of his grain by a buyer, could 
appeal to the Grain Inspector, The fol- 
ipwigk rules prevail in Ohicago in ‘grading 

rley: 

_ No. 1 Barley shall be plump, bright, 
clean, and free from other grain. 

No. 2 Barley shall be sound, of heatthy 
color, not plump enough for No. 1, reason- 
ably clean, and reasonably free from other 


. 3 Barley shall include slightly 
shrunken and otherwise slightly damaged 
barley, not good enough for No, 2. 

No. 4 Barley shall include all barley fit 
ae ee purposes, not good enough for 
0. 


No. 5 Barley shall include all barley 
which is badly damaged, or from any cause 
unfit for malting purposes, except that bar- 
ley which has been chemically treated shall 
not be graded at all. 

As the remuneration for the service is 
derived from the fees obtained in inspect- 
ing, the promoters of the scheme find tho 
greatest difficulty to be in getting a suit- 
able person to accept the office, The un- 
certainty of the amount to be received is 
the great obstacle. A grain buyer or any- 
one connected with the grain business can- 
not hold the position.

Four Business Blocks on Front 
Street Burned.

WIGUTING FIRE VOR EIGHTEEN HOURS, 


| (Tucaday's Daily.) 
| The fire brigade had two jumbo fires on 

their hands yesterday afternoon and night, 
but proved equal to the omergency, though 
the apparatus was not. They fought tho 
fire in Flint & Holtn's lumber yard from 
2:30 until 9:30, when tho sound alarm 
called them to the acone of a nd blaze in 
the premises on Front Street occupied by ex- 
Ald.G.S,Tickell & Sons as furniture ware- 
rooms. 

Tha fire in this case originated in the 
north-east corner of the painting shop, 
which is located to the rear of the ware- 
| rooms that front on Front St. Mr. G.W. 
Tickell stated toa aoporter last night that 
there had been no fire about the premises 
for months. An eye witness, who saw the 
fire at its early stages, said » window near 
the corner of the building where the blaze 
was first detected, was broken as though a 
firebrand had been thrust through. The 
public generally are well convinced that the 
tire was of incendiary origin. In the past 
few months three attempts have been made 
to burn the place, Tho first time, a small 
wooden outhouse containing hay for stuff- 
ing mattresses was consumed. On Sunday 
night, a barrel standing in the yard filled 
with greasy rags was burned, and last night 
the ontire premises were swept away. 

When tho fire alarm was turned on at 
9:30 what was almost a panic took place in 
the City Council, which was then in session 
discussing the water works scheme. Tho 
floor of the room where the fire originated 
was covered with oil and varnish. Tho 
flames spread with startling rapidity and 
soon had the entire brick and stone - build- 
ing enveloped in flames. The place was 
filled with fall stock, Sales have been 
limited and the factory has been running 
at full blast, which made the stock on 
hand in the finishing room heavy. 
A narrow wooden structure with tin cover- 
ing extended from the finishing shops to 
the main front building) It was soon 


ablaze and the flames crept steadily to- 
wards the warehouse, The brigade fought 
hard to keep the devouring element in 
check, but it steadily advanced and soon 
dense volumes of smoke were issuing from 
the rear window of the main building. 

It was thon that public anxiety found 
expresssion in calls for Fie Messrs, 
Alex. Robertson, M. P., and Thos. Ritchio 
telephoned to Napanee and Trenton for 
assistance. The finishing shop, wheré the 
fire originated, joined the ley carriage 
factory, which fronts on Pinnacle Street. 
Fears were for some time ‘entertained 
that these premises would also catch. 
Thus, with the fire cating its way to the 
front aud rear the situation was very criti- 
cal andthe brigade were fearful that it 
would get beyond their control. Instead 
of becoming discouraged they courageous! 
redoubled their efforts. 4 

Mr. Will Tickell opened tho front ware- 
room doors for the removal of goods, but 
allowed only the employes of the firm to 
enter. These numbered about 40. They 
understood the location and handling of 
the goods, and succeeded in moving a con~ 
siderable quantity before they were driven 
from the pee by the fire and smoke, 
The stairway and elevator leading to the 
second and third flats were at the rear of 
the store and communication with the up- 

r part of the building was soon cut off 
The lower floor was used as a show 
The second floor was filled with a reserve 
wholesale stock of a general character, 
while the thire floor had a fine upholstered 
stock. The firm also occupied the third 
flight over Mr, Carmichael’s drug store. 

At 11 o'clock the position of the Ashlie 
carriage works seemed critical, A bri 
stable tothe rear of Wm. Templeton’a 
grocery store took fire, it adjoined the 
carriage works, The window, casing and 
cornice of the Ashley building were on fire, 
but the brigade took'a branch of “hose to 
the rear through Thos. Walters’ clothing 
store, which had been vacated, and soon 
had the building out of danger. The 
Ashley building was threatened most on 
the north side, where the doors and window 
casings are almost totally destroyed, The 
building was saved in this quarter by two 
chemical engines, which weré admirably man- 
aged by volunteer firemen, The Carriage 
Company had little hopes of saving the build- 
ing atone timoand movedalarge quantity of 
stock from the store house toa place of 
safety. The valuable machinery in the 
wood-working department of the factor 
was alao got in readiness for hasty removal. 
Mr. Wm. Templeton kept a jealous watch 
over his premises. The roof of his build- 
ing was on fire twice but was each time put 
out by the pail brigade. An incipient 
blaze was also discovered in the interior of 
the building near a sky-light but was ex- 
tinguished after scorching the woodwork 
and a nnmber of barrels that were piled 
near, Mr. Templeton lost two barrels of 
granulated sugar by removing them from 
his warehouse. The barrels broke open 
and the contents were spilled. 

Thos, Walters moved his stock out at 
an early stage ot the fire. W. H. Snider 
packed his boot and shoe stock for removal 
but nothing was taken out, Flint and 
Sherry had the papers from their law of- 
fice carried out. The yault was also empti- 
ed of its contents, as they had but little 
faith in its safety. Up till 12 o'clock the 
opinion was general that the fire would be 
confined to the block occupied by Tiokell 
& Sons, At about that hour smoke issued 
from ander the roof of the two blocks 
north and it became evident that the two 
must go, W. R.Carmichael, who had the 
greater part of the goods in his drug store 
packed in readiness, moved out, He saved 
about all thatwas in the front shop. B. 
F, Dickens and Thos. Brown, who occupied 
the atoxe north of Mr. Oarmichacl’s drug 
store, movea all their effects out, but will 
lose about $100 on fixtures. Mr. J. C. 
Jamieson’s block north of (28 was in peril,

Discourse by Rev. T. DeWitt Talmago 


CASTLE JESUS. 


“Who hath fled for refuge.” —Heb, vi. 18. 

Paul is here speaking of the consolations of 
Christians. He styles them those ‘who have 
fled for refuge.” i 

Moses established six cities of refuge—three 
on the east side of the river Jordan and three 
on the weat, When a mon had killed any one 
accidentally he fled to one of these cities, Tho 
roads leading to them were kept perfectly good, 
so that when the man started for the refuge no- 
thing might impede him. Along the crossroads, 
and wherever there might be any mistake about 
the way, there were sigas put ppy) inting ia 
the right way, with the word “* ‘uze.”” 
ing gained the limits of one of there cities the 
man was rafe, and the mothers vf the priests 
provided for him. 

‘Some of us have seen our peril, and have. fled 
to Christ, and feel that we shall neverbe cap- 
tured. Weare among thoss ‘who haye fled 
for refuge,” Christ ix represented in the Bible 
asa Tower, a High Rock, a Fortresy, and a 
Shelter. If you have soa any of the ancient 
castles of Europe, you know ‘t they are sur- 
rounded by trenches, across which there is a 
drawbridge, If an enemy approaches, the peo- 
ple, for defence, would got into the castle, have 
he trenches filled with water, and lift up the 
drawbridge. Whothertoa city of safety, ora 
tower, Paul refers, I kaow not, and care not, 
for in'any case he means Christ, the safety of 
the soul. 

But why talk of refuge! Who needs it if the 
refuge spoken of be a city or acastle, into which 
men fiy forsafety! It is all sunlight here. No 
sound of war is in our streets. ‘edo not hear 
the rush of armed men againat the doors of our 
dwellings. Woedo not come with weaponsto 
church. Our lives are not at the mercy of an 
assassin. Why, then, talk of refuge ? : 

‘Alas! Istand beforea company of imperil- 
ed men. No flock of sheep was ever 80 threat- 
ened or endangered of a pack of wolves ; no 
hip was ever so beaten of a storm ; no company 
‘of men was ever so environed of a band of 
avi A refi you rust have. or fall before 
an all-devouring destruction. There ere not so 
many serpents in Africa ; there are not so any 
hyenas in Ama ; there are not ro many panthers 
in the forest—as there are transgressions attack- 
ing my soul. I will take the best unregenerated 
man anywhere, aud say to him, You are utterly 
corrupt. If all the sins of your past life were 
marshalled in single file they would reach from 
here to bell. If you have escaped all other sine, 
the fact that you have rejected the mission of 
the Son of God is enough to coademr you for- 
ever, pushing them off into bottomless darkness, 
struck by ten thousand hissing tbunderbolts of 
‘Omnipotent wrath, 4

your conscience affirms it, Not a small sioner, 
or a moderate sinner, or a tolerable sinp:

INDIANS AND THE FRANCHISE. 
The Indians of Haldimand were tho first 
of their race to exercise the right to vote 
for members of Parliament which was con 
forred upon them by the Dominion Fran- 
chise Act. Jn view of the fierce denuncia- 
tion of the red men by the Reform party 
in general, who strongly objected to tho 
yolitioal onfranchisoment of the Indians, 
itis of interest to note the manner in which 
this new class of voters exercised their fran- 
chise. The Hamilton Spectator gives the 
following information on this point : 

About 125 Indiavs were on the roll. Of these 
76 votel-—51 of thom for Merritt and 23 for Col-

_ ‘The proof of the pudding is in the eat- 
ing,” is an old saying which may be para- 
phrased by asserting that the wisdom of the 
National Policy lies in its practical results. 
A writer in the Iron Age, now in British 
Columbia, candidly acknowledges that one 
by one American wares, in the iron and 
hardware line, are being crowded out. In 
another year, he thinks, American machine- 
ry and imploments will be driven out en- 
tirely, and that Canadian products will take 
their place. The Canadian Pacific Railway 
will beyond doubt be an important factor 
in bringing about the result anticiputed. 
Wo give the correspondent’s own words as 
to the future prospecta of trade : 

“ Heretofore nearly all shelf hardware and 
ots used in this province 
ron,cutlery and a few other 
imported from Groat Britain ; but 
nid before, Canadian productions, inferior 
though most of them are, are destined to sug 
plant nearly all foreign manufactures, As yot 
this re ot ia very limited, as there are not more 
than 1 00 souls in the whole provines, 40,000 
or 50,000 being white and the remainder being 
Indiens and Chinese, say 20,000 of the latter.”

A Grit Opinion of the Globe, 


The Woodstock Standard is a pronounced 
Reform journal, but it has the good sense 
to seo that the course pursued by some of 
its political friends is foolish and calculated 
to destroy all confidence in their utter- 
ances. Perhaps the worst offender in the 
ranks of Reform journalism is the Globe and 
we cordially agree in the observations made 
with regard to that paper by the Standard. 
They are as follows: 

“The Toronto Globe asks, ‘‘What is the 
good of adog?” To bark, of course, They 
bark when anything goes wrong, Thoy 
bark whether anything goes wrong or not. 
They are always barking. Once in a great 
while they bite. In these respects they 
resemble many newspapers, Among these 
we regret to say there are a few Reform 
papers, and chief among the latter is the 
Globe, tis always barking. When the 
Tories go astray it barks. It barks at eve- 
tything they do without an exception. If 
what they do is wrong it barks furiously. 
When they do anything that isn’t wrong it 
barks justas bad. It doesn’t wait to enquire 
whether a deed is right or wrong. It asks, 
“Was it done bya Tory?” If so it gives one 

rolonged howl,andfrom that time the bark- 

is kept up, but it seldom bites. In fact 
it is so old and has barked so much that its 
teeth are all worn off, and it can’t do any 
harm if it tries. But if it would be more 
sparing of its barks it might still scare the 
Tories a little when it did howl, but a dog 
that is always barking is always harmless 
and only attracts attention by the annoy- 
ance of its ceaseless din, They sometimes 
muzzle dogs of that kind. For the sake 
of the party we wish the Globe could bo 
muzzled, And itmight as well for all 
the good it does now. How are the 
mighty fallen indeed! Once its dictum 
caused the mightiest in the land to tremble. 
Now none so lost to self-respect as to do 
it reverence, Did we say none! We take 
that back. There are atilla few obscure 
country weeklies that awoar by the Globe. 
Poor things, that’s the only paper they 
read and they don’t know any better. 
The fact is, the Globe's course has become 
so disreputable that it is prima facie evi- 
dence of the purity of an act to merely have 
tho Globe condemn it. No intelligent man 
believes anything ib says until it is other- 
wise vorified. If the Tory government 
were to rob a bank tho Globe's exposure of 
it would attract no attontion unless backed 
by othors, Whoever read it would smile 
and aay, ‘the poor old thing is barking 
again | I guess it will continue to bark till 
it dies, arid its last breath will be the yelp 
of the word * corrupt.’ "

SWEET APPLES FOK FEED, 
Some varicties of sweet apples are such 
abundant bearers that the trees are worth 
keeping if the fruit can only be used for 
feed. There.is a good deal of nutriment 
in sweet apples, andthey are relished by 
every kind of stock. Given in moderation 
and with other feed they are good for 
everything. It is because cows if allowed 
their run in an orchard will gorge and thus 
injure themselves that apples have the re- 
putation of drying up cow's milk, 

RYE INFERIOR TO CLOVER. 
When ryé is cut off the greater portion 
of its value has gone.’ It has little root and 
that isnot rich im fertilizing properties. 
Not so with clover. Its root is its most 
important part as a manure, reaching 
down into the subsoil and abounding in 
nitrogen. But this does not imply that 
rye is worthless as a fertilizer. It will suc- 
ceed on land too poor to got a good clover 
catch. By growing afew crops of rye and 
ploughing themin, enough vegetable mat- 
ter may be put into the soil to get a good 
clover catch. Then after-improvement will 
not be difficult. 

VARIETY OP FEED, 

Young calves, especially those intended 
to be kept for cows, should be taught at an 
early age toeata great variety of food. 
Cows worth anything as milkers are voraci- 
ous feeders and not dainty. This is one 
reason why the much-petted single cow of 
the poor man is commonly superior for 
milking qualities to the best ina large 
herd receiving only ordinary care. Variety 
ot food is as conducive to health and appe- 
tite for stock as it is for people. 1t is neces- 
sary from the fact that no one kind of food 
isa full ration, and when one alone is fed 
the appetite fails because the food offered 
does not meet the requirements of the sys- 
tem. 
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The Preservation of Eggs. 


To make pickle, use strictly pure stone 
lime, fine, clean salt and pure water in the 
following proportions: Two quarta of salt, 
sixty to sixty-five gallons of water and one 
bushel of lime; the stronger the lime water 
free from sediment the better. Slake the 
lime with a portion of the water, then add 
the balance of the water and salt, Stir well 
three or four times at intervals andthen let 
stand until well settled and cold. Either 
dip or draw off the clear pickle from the 
cask or vat in which it is intended to pre- 
serve the eggs. When the caskor vat is 
filled to a depth of fifteen to eighteen in- 
ches bas in eggs about one foot deep, 
Sp: over them some pickle that is a 
little milky in apparance, made so by stir- 
ring up some of the very lightlime particles 
that settle last. Continue doing this as 
each foot of eggs isadded. When the eggs 
are within about four inches of the wi) of 
the cask or vat,coverthem with factorycloth 
and spread on two or three inches of the 
lime that settles in making the pickle. It 
is of the greatest importance that the 

ickle be kept continually up oyer this 
me. 

For putting the eggs into the pickle, it 
will berconvanlaa to have a Ba basin 

unched quité full of holes an inch in 

iameter, and the tin large enough to hold 
six or eight dozeneggs. The edges of the 
basin should be covered with leather, and 
it should have a handle about three fect 
long. Fill the basin with eggs, put both 
alee the pickle and turn the eggs out. 
They will go to the bottom without brenk- 
ing. When the time comes to market the 
eggs, they must be taken out of the pickle, 
cleaned, dried and packed.

‘‘Arabic ” is comparatively recent, and it 
is believed that the Arabs got these num- 
bers from India several centuries after the 
Koran was written, or about eight hundred 
years after Christ, 

Whether the Indian numerals were ori- 
ginally part of some ancient alphabet, or a 
series of shortened signs originally some- 
what like the Roman numerals that wo still 
use, is not really decided, 

“The numbers used by the people of In- 
dia who wrote in Sanskrit wore like the fi- 
gures 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, and 0, that we 
use to-day.

«The Rivals” was first produced on the 
17th of January, 1775. Shuter, Woodward, 
Lewis, Quick and Lee, respectively, playing 
the of Sir Anthony Absolute, Captain 
Absolute, Falkland, Bob Acres and Sir 
Lucius O'Trigger, John Bernard, an actor 
of repute and experience, has in his ‘* Retro- 
spection of the Stago,” given his impression 
of the first night’s representation, ** It was 
so intolerably long and so decidedly opposed 
in its composition to the tastes of the day,” 
he writes, ‘‘as to draw down a dogrée of 
censure which convinced me on quitring the 
house that it would never succeed.

Ontarlo Beekeepers, 


The Ontario Beekeepers’ Association 
continued its special meeting in Toronto on 
Wednesday night, Rev. W. F. Olarke in 
the chair. Allan Pringle, of Selby, Lennox 
Sate read an interesting paper on ** The 
Fall Management of Bees,” containing 
valuable information, the points of which 
were discussed by tho members, many of 
whom gave their opinions. 

The subject of ** Foul Brood” was intro- 
duced by Mr. McCarthy, who told of how 
he rid a fellow beekeeper’s colonies of a 
disease, which even now he knew to exist 
in two apiaries in the vicinity’ of Toronto. 
Other members stated that the disease was 
very prevalent in Centre Wellington and a 
corner of Brant county, They felt that 
what is needed, is legislation to compel own- 
ers of such apiarios to use disinfectants, and 
endeavor to wipe out the’ disease. The 
chairman spoke strongly in fayor of legiala- 
tion, and he explained how the presence of 
foul brood may be unmistakably determin 
ed, It was decided to recommend the an- 
nual meeting next December to ask for the 
necessary legislation.

Frogs and Toads, 


Most of you, perhaps, already know that 
the funny Jittle tadpoles in vur ponds and 
ditches turn into frogs. Let us now notice 
the remarkable changes which take placo 
before tadpoles can pass in this, way from 
the life of a fish to that of a land animal. 
Woe will begin with the eggs, which are 
little black specks no larger than shot,scat- 
tered through a lump of clear white jelly, 
This maas is called ‘frog spawn,” and is 
mostly attached to sticks or grass in the 
water near shore. The jelly folds the oges 
together that thoy may not drift away, and 
ic also supplies neartaltient to the young 
animals when first hatched. 
| If you should gather some of this frog 

spawn in the spring, and put it in a vessel 
of water with a fow water plants, you will 
have good entertainment for several weeks. 
First the round black specks begin to

mouth, A frog has no other way of breath 
ing, and it is possible to suffocate one by 
fastening open its mouth. 

The long tongue of theso animals is fast- 
ened at the front of the mouth, and the 


sticky point is turned over so that it can 
dart forward instantly and then fold back 
to snap up living insecta. 

The history of toads is like that of frogs, 
excopt that their eggs are laid in long 
strings of jelly which may be found float- 
ing on ponds and ditches in the Spring. 
As their young ones can live only in water, 
these animals lay their eggs either in the 
water or on trees dnd planta overhanging 
& pend, into which they are washed by the 
rain. Large numbers of toads thus come 
to perfection about the same time, and are 
ready to leave the water together and be- 
gin'a new life upon the land, This they 
usually do after a shower, when all the sur- 
roundings are moist and attractive to these 
dwellera in the marshes, and from the sud- 
den appearance of the toads it is acommon 
belief that they have fallen from the clouds 
with the rain. 

The Surinam toad has a most remarkable 
way of caring for its young ones. The 
oggs are laid in the water, and the fathor 
at once takes them up and places them on 
the mother’s back, when the skin rises wu 
around them, forming a little cell for for 
egg. In thesecurious nests the tadpoles 
pass through their various changes, rem: 
aining there until they are perfect toads. 

Leading this double life, first in the 
water thén on the land, frogs and toads 
are called amphibious animals. They start 
life with gills an a tail, both of which they 
lose, and gain in their places new Jungs 
anda fuil set of legs.— Harper's Young 
People.

TABERNACLE SERMONS 


Discourse by Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage 
THE DISADVANTAGES OF SOME 
PEOPLE. 


Brooxtyy, Sept. 19.—The Rev. T. De Witt 
Talmage, D. D., preached in the Brooklyn Tab- 
ernacie thia morning on the subject, ‘* Disad- 
vantages of some peop'e.” The opening hymn 
waa — 

“Blow ye the trumpet | Blow 
Tho gladly solemn sound ! 
Let all the nations know, 
To earth's remotest bound.” 

After expounding appropriate passages of 

Scripture, Dr. Talmage took his text from Gen- 
esis Xxlii, 36, ** All these things are against mo,” 
and preached the following sermon :— i 

Father Jacob, you are wrong! You think 
your sou Joseph is dead, but heis Prime Min- 
ister of Egypt, and has thekeys of the great 

cornerib You think that circumstances are all 
averse, but they will turn out well, In all your 
life yoa never made a greater inistake than 
when you said: ‘All these things are agaist 


me. 
A great multitude of ple are under ssem- 
ing disa vantages, aga, Qiwill) to-day, io the 
swarthiest Anglo-Saxon that I can manage, 
treat their cases—not as m nurs counts out 
eight or ten drops of a prescription and stirs 
them in a half glass of water, but as when a 
man has by mistake taken a large amount of 
strychnine, or Paris green, or belladonna, and 
the patient is walked rapidly round the room, 
and shaken up, and pounded until he gets wide 

wake, Many of you bave taken a large draught 
of ths poisen of discouragement, and I come out 
by the order ot ths Divine Paysician to rouse 
you out of that lethargy. 

1, First, many people are undor the disadvan- 
tage of an unfortunate Basie ivan them by par- 
ents who thought they were doing a good thing.

Why, 
vader all the circumambient Heaven, any par- 

nt shovld give to achild the name of that loose 
aad infamous creature of Scripture times, I can- 
notimagine. I have often felt at the baptismal 
altar, w! en) pares Eee Saeed Cre hike 
saying, as di vy. Dr. Richards, of Morris- 
town N.J., when a child was handed him for 
spriaklin , and the name given ;: “ Hadn't you 
better iteomething else?” 

Impose not upon that babe a name suggestive 
of flippancy or meanness, There is no excuse 
for such assault and battery on the crad.e when 
our language is opulent with names musical in 
sound and suggestive in meaning, such as John, 
meaning “the gracious gift of God,” or Henry, 
meaning “the chief of a household,” or Alfr 
meaning “rood counsellor,” or Joshua, meaning 
“God, our salvation,” or Nicholas, meaning

provide you with a better outfit, Either the 
unstrung, worn-out, blunted, and crippled or- 
ans will be so recoastructed that you will not 
know them, or an entire new set of eyes, and 
ears, and feet will be given you. Just what it 
means by corruption putting on incorruption we 
do not know, save thatit will be glory ineffable ; 
no limping in heaven, no straining of the eye- 
sight to see things a little way off; no putting 
of the hand behind the ear to doudle the cap- 
pcerige the by mpenin ; but faculties perfect, 
all the keys of the instrument attuned for the 
sweep of the fiogers of ecstacy. But until that 

jay of resumption comes let us bear cach other's 
burdens, and ao fulfil the laws of Christ.

We 
have in America, and I suppose it ia so in all 
countries names which ought to be abolished, 
and can be, and will be abolished, for the reason 
that they area libel and a slander, Bat, if for 
any reason you aré submeryed either by a given 
name or by a family name that you must bear, 
God will paniyes to overcome the outrage bya 
life consecrated to the good and useful. ou 
may somewhat change the significance. If once 
it stood for meanness, youcan make it stend 
for generosity. If once it stood for pride, you 
can make it stand forhumility.

| ‘The grounds now ombrace some six acres | 
| of land, woll adapted for the purpose, and 
| afford space for a small horse ring, although 
nothing has yet beon done to construct a 
track, All thia, however, will follow in due 
|} season, The same ‘Hall is used as before 
for the finor exhibits, and a shed has been | 
| ereoted on the north sido of the ground for 
yogetables and seeds, As yet no cover 
haa been paepared for stock. If the fairs 
continue to be as successful as they have | 
been in the ry the society will soon be 
able to afford such luxuries. It will be a 
matter for wonder if next year's fair does 
not cover two days, It is certainly growing 
in favor and looking up, The attondance 
this year was as large as last, although the 
weather wasnot so favorable. The hotel 
at Harold was crowded, and the stables 
overflowing. Mr. Bentley's barn was used 
but did not begin to meet the demand. 

Entries were numerous, the increased 
competition being brought about by the 
liberal prizes offered. There was a keen 
compotition in nearly all the classes, The 
number of prizes which were not competed 
for was yery small. The heayivst coutest 
was in live stock, particularly horses. 
Stock raising seems to be on the boom in 
Hastings county. Observers of stock at 
the fairs cannot but note the rapid increase 
of the past few years. This department is 
becoming a prominent industry. 

In art the display was creditable indeed. 
Besides tho usual primitive collection of 
wrusths in hair, wool, wax, feathers, d.. 
 vumber of fine oil paintings on panels 
and plaques were shown. lt» is evident 
that art of ahigher aud more cultivated 
order is being developed in this section. 
The paintings referred to were very clever- 
ly executed, photos in water colors of 
Phihp Connelly and wife were excellent. 

‘The useful and ornamental articles in 
luce, Kensington, were numerous. Home- 
spun goods, carpets, sheetings, blankets 
aud such, were ofa quality that argued 
favorably and eloquently for the thrift and 
skill of the housewife. Mr, Edwin Oayer- 
ly of Sine, exhibited an excellent quality 
ot stalled honey with samples of the comb 
it was taken from. Cheese, butter, bread, 
maple sugar, and the usual profuse display 
of fruits &e, completed the class of articles, 
on exhibition in thé town hall. The en- 
tries were numerous and the competition 
keen. The judges were often puzzled in 
arriving at a choice of the most worthy par- 
ticularly so in giving prizes for butter. 

Mr. Foristell, of Springbrook, showed a 
fine buckboard and top phwtop,anda rum- 
ber of farmers showed lumber waggons, not 
of their own make. J. White & Co., 
Peterborough, had a small display of agri- 
cultural implements on the grounds, as did 
G. & J. Brown,’ of Belleville, but they did 
not compete. Roots and seeds were fairly 
represented, The exhibits of poultry were 
limited and were shown to poor advantage, 
owing to lack of accommodation. 

Mr. Wootten showed a pen of fine grade 
sheep. Jas. McComb showed a Cotswold 
buck, and took firat prize ona grade Cots: 
wold. Thos. Walker had a pen of Cots- 
wolds. Nathan Clarke hada pen of eight 
Southdowns, and Wm, Miklejohn had a 
Southdown ram. 

Swine were shown in seven pens. Al- 
though the extries were not namerous, tho 
quality of stock was excellent. 

Nicholas Stout exhibited a large Durham 
bull, which captured Ist prize, Nathan 
Clarke showed a2 year old Holstin, and 
took first prize. Robert Totten showed a 
Durham 2 year old'and was awarded first 
prize, Sam'l,-Danford showed a prime 
yearling bull, Durham. He was taken from 
the pasture to the fair and was in capital 
condition. He took lst prize. A number 
of yokes of oxen were shown, whilo # large 
corral was Well filled with grade cattle. 

The show of horses excelled that of all 
previoué years, and was one of tho chief 
features of the fair. ‘The stock showed re- 
markable eyidence of better care and 
grooming. Mr, Wilmot Vandervoort, thd 
Secretary of the So¢icty, pehibiied a fine 
two year.old stallion, Guo. Cotton a brown 
Geo. Hubbel a brown bay, Paul Sharpe an 
iron gray, Graham Sharpe a chestnut, Wm.

Fruit as an Article of Food, 


The person who values health, and who 
knows a little of the value of fruit, will 
make it a point to. eat it daily, and even, 
on occasions, to make a m almost en- 
tirely of it. One cause why ripe and whole- 
some fruits are given a bad name is because 
they sre eaten at the wrong end of a meal. 
After many courses of heavy foods and 
strong drinks, a fow harmless strawberries 
aro docingns in, and then, when theee rich 
foods and atimulating drinks upset the 
stomach, the blame is put on the innocent 
strawberry. The real place of food is at 
the beginning of a feast, and not at the 
end. A better plan still is to make a meal 
of bread and ripe fruit. The best meals to 
make thus are breakfast, lunch, or early 
tea. The bread should be brown and dry, 
and the fruit ripe and raw. Those who 
want to be cool this warm weather, and 
who wish to retain their mental clearness 
all day, cannot do better than lunch off 
fruit and bread, leaving heavier and solider 
food until evening. Children may be given 

lenty of fruit, and as long as it is ripe no 
is will result; on the contrary, it clears 
the complexion and skin, and acts as a lax- 
ative and a cooler, When children have 
a Ba aeay and they are in the way at 
home, you should buy them some food and 
send them to the nearest park, common,or 
open space, where they can romp and play, 
and, instead of sickly, and often poisonous, 
sweets, they may regale themselves with 
the fruit you gave them. A picnic party 
should never depart without a basket of 
fruit. [tis astonishing how exhilarating 
and enliyening a meal of fruit is, and in- 
stead of feeling dull after it,as you do after 
ordinary food, you feel stimulated and 
brightened up. 1t is not wise to eat raw 
fruit too late at night, as this does not di- 
gest so easily or lie so lightly as food we 

constantly taking. Fruit is beat in the 
orning. Karly fruit.eating is to be com- 
mended—it clears the tongue and astimu- 
jai ene Fruit has the composition of 
a perfect food, containing all the substan- 
ces required by the body.

HUNDREDS OF PROPLE THROWN 
INLO A COMPAOL MASS, 


NOBODY SERIOUSLY HURT, 


$0 FALLS AND THE PERFORMER ES 
APES UNHURT 


A HORIZONTAL BAR AL 


An acvident of tho most thiilling nature 
ocourred at the Fair Grounds Thursday 
| afternoon, namely the collapse of the south- 
| orn half of tho grand stand, which at the 

time waa crowded with pooplo to the num 
bor of about one thousand, who wero there 
| seated for the purpose of witnessing 
| the trials of speed. Ats 1D, just aftor the 
boll had been rung to call out the horses 
| for the running race, the southern half of | 
tho stand collapsed with a terrilic crash. | 
Tho centre of that portion of the stand 
| which collapsed was the first to give way, 
and the sides fell towards that point, the 
people who were seated being thrown to: 
wards 8 common centre, like grain in an 
elevator bin. Shrieksand cries arose in 
a porfect babel of sound from the yictims, 
and the spectators were for aninstant horror 
struck. Atonce, however, those who were 
on the stand and in the yicinity began 
| the work of, rescue. Men and women 
were lifted but with great rapidity, and 
ina fow miputes the aanouncoment was 
made that nobody was dangerously hurt. 
This statemont was received with the great- 
est of satisfaction by the surging crowd who 
had thronged on the grounds, The os- 
cape. of dozens, perhaps hundreds, from | 
death or scrious injury being justly regard | 
ed agamiracle, As it was, however, a 
Jarge number ~ of Indies and gentlemen re- 
ceived spraing and bruises, which will serve 
asa romindet for some days to come of 
their terrific: experience. Amongat those 
who recéivod hurts more or less serious are 
Mra, John Taylor, Mrs. W. 1, McIntyre, 
Mrs. W. W. Pope, Mrs. Ingraham, Mrs. 
Porry, of Woodstock,’ Miss M. Wall, Messrs. 
Harry Vandewaters, W, Morris, W. Power 
and others. Amongst those who had par- 
row oscapes were Hon. M. Bowell, Hon. 
Robt. Read, and Ald, W. J, Diamond, who 
were seated on the atand close to the part 
which gave Way. 

‘The stand itself was a flimsily constructed 
affair, seomingly altogether inadéquate to 
the service which was required of it. Tho 
directors will no doubt have it rebuilt in a 
substantial manner. The only thing which 
stood between the people who were injured 
and probable death, was the shooting be- 
neath the seata which formed the roof of 
the dining room below. Happily there 
were but few persons in the dining room. 
when the stand fell, and these, hearing the 
crash, rustied out and escaped unhurt, 

The charge has been made that the sup- 

ports of the stand were cut, so as to allow 
the waiters in the dining room to move 
about freely. Mr, Greatrix indignantly 
denies the assertion. Tho whole matter 
will, however, form-the subject of investi- 
gation. 
Another accident, of a less sérious char- 
acter, occurred previously, in front of the 
grand stand.’ The horizontal bar on which 
performances were given by a gymnast, fell 
whilst tho performer was on it, owing to 
the supports giving way, but the gymnast 
escaped unhurt,

On Sunday morning the deceased was 
about as usual and ate a hearty breakfast 
Ho afterwards shaved himself, as has been | 
his custom for years and went out of the | 
barn, His son | 
Richard started for the barn 15 minutes | 
later ond in passing the drive house, which | 
is 40 yards fromthe house, heard an un- | 
usual noise. Tho sound was so out of the | 
ordinary that he looked in the building to 
learn the cause, whou he was horrified to find | 
his fathor hanging from a beam gasping his 
last. He took him down and }gave the 
alarm. The tragedy was enacted at 9:30 
inthe morning. Dr. Willson, coroner, 
was notified and started for theacene at 2 
p.m., kindly allowing an Inrecoicencen 
reporter to accompany him. 

The deceased has had a lease of the 

David Clapp farm for the past 17 years, 

which is situated about 5 miles from Belle- 

ville. Tho farm house stands back from 

the road and is surrounded by commodious 
out houses. Samuel Clapp,Robt, Walker, 

Jacob McWilliams, Benjamin Foster, Dor- 
land Clapp, J. H, Mordiff, J. 8. Pearsall 
and B. & B. Sills were on the premises at 
the time of our visit. The beam in the 
drive house, which was used by the unfor- 
tunate man was found to be but 6 ft, Gin. 
from the floor, and the deceased measured 
6 feet. A hemp rope several feet long was 
hanging over. the beam. There wasa slip 
knotio one end with a freeand easy running 
noose, 1t was an eflicient means to a hor- 
rible end, in a desperate man’s hands, 
When the deceased was found by his son, 
his feet were resting on the floor. The facts 
show that he could have saved himself with- 
in a reasonable lapse of time after making 
the attempt, had he beensoinclined, The 
beam was the first from the dvor after en- 
tering the house and the place chosen was 
between a light waggon and a buggy. The 
vehicles stood but a few fect apart. When 
the coroner arrived the body was lying in 
in the house,-where it had been placed 
when found. 

The deceased loft a wife and family of 
eight grown children. . A diligent enquiry 
elicited the fact thathe had always lived 
quictly with his family. His wife could 
give no reason for hisuct. She said he 
had been quieter of late than usual and 
that was all the difference she had noticed. 
She said he had appeared restless at night 
a short time ago, but later had slept well. 
A few ofthe neighbors, particularly Mr. 
Dorland Clapp, had noticed, and spoken to 
his father of the change inthe manner of 
the deceased, and said that. all was not 
right. 

In the pockets of the deceased were found 
two phials. One wasa 4oz., and empty. 
The other was a loz. and was half full of 
laudanum. It was labelled ‘ poison,” 
and came from A. L. Geen’s drug 
store ; whether he had taken half the con- 
tents of the bottle before swinging off, or 
had used it at intervals to quiet his nerves 
at night, is a matter of speculation ; he was 
in the city on Thursday, when he probably 
purchased tho drug. After enquiry into 
the facts, Dr, Willson concluded that the 
act had been committed whilst the deceased 
was laboring under great depression. The 
| cause of death was so evident thct an in- 
quest was not deemed necessary, and in- 
siroctions were given for the burial of the 

Ody.
